6. Continued efforts be made to insure that where a file 
indicates that a subject cf a 5.1. card possesses firearms or i3 considered 
dangerous, the appropriate notation is made on the reverse side of the S.I.

It will be noted that ray letter of 6/13/51 was for 
the purpose of advising regarding the status of the Vital 
Facility cases first mentioned in SAC let No. 26.

This Is being mentioned because it is felt that 
It is important to consider In v attempting to reply to the question 
in ReBulet of IO/5/51* To elaborate* on this, I should like to 
point out that there is a certain degree of fluctuation in the 
make-up of cases comprising the Vital Facility category; I.e., 
persons are continually being added to or deleted from this group 
and, it is felt, it can not be definitely said at any one point 
that all cases in this category 'have been hrndled in accordance 
with the instructions in the SAC lets cited above. 

However, as to the status of the matter in this 
office, our records reflect that of lii2 such cases presently 
existent, 52 are in an up-to-date condition. It is noted that 
all the other cases are receiving attention and that every agent 
handling these Vital Facility cases has been impressed with 
the importance of promptly discharging the Bureau's responsibility, 
particularly to the other intelligence agencies. Furthermore, 
each agent has been urged to give these cases as much preferential 
treatment as possible commensurate with the need to handle the 
heavy volume of other urgent work pending in this office.

Following receipt of captioned instructions, Security Index 
cards and files have been reviewed in thi£ office and conferences ha 
been had with the agents handling security investigations. A tabula 
tion has been made breaking down the Security Index subjects into th 
categories stipulated by the Bureau and plans for preoaration of nee 
sary summary reports have been made in accordance with the prioritie 
prescribed. Results of these tabulations are shown below. T 

There are 69* sub jects of Security Index cards in the New Or- 
leans Division. There are no subjects in the Special Section or in 
the Top Functionary Section of the Index. Three of the Security 
Index subjects are being handled under Smith Act investigations. 

There are seven key figure subjects, two of whom are include 
in the three above mentioned Smith Act cases. The five remaining ke 
figure cases include four in which summary reoorts have been submit t 
two in 1948, one in 1949 and one in 1951. The fifth summary is now 
overdue and. will be submitted in the immediate future. 

There are nine Security Index subjects having access to 'vita 
facilities. .Summary reports in three of these cases were submitted 
in 19^8, and one was submitted in 1950. In four instances no summar 
reports have been submitted and this will .be done at the time of th* 
next required report.

In order to crive the Bureau a clear Dicture of the man- 
power situation currently existing in the Miami Office, I wish to 
point out that a large percentage of the A/rents assigned to this 
office are now being employed in the investigation of the Ber- -it- 
School of Languages at Miami, Florida, Veterans Administration* '" 
matter. This investigation is being handled as a soecial inves- 
tigation and involves the interview of many individuals and has 
resulted in the arrest of over 15 subjects as of this date. Numerous 
other arrests are contemplated, and it is not expected that i-h«s

Simultaneous with the completion of the Berlitz irvesti~a- - 
tion, the winter season will commence, bringing a concomitant 
heavy increase in the case load of the Miami Division. Therefore 
reason ana good judgment dictate, following the Bureau's suggestion 
set forth in Paragraph 2 of referenced 3AC~Letter, that this*" project 
be handled on a staggering :>asis until- completed.

In accordance with terms of referenced SaC Letter, the Pittsburgh Office has, 
effective im mediately, adopted t«\e policy of preparing investigative summary 
reports on the Key Figure, Top Functionary and Vital Facility cases at the time 
these cases come up on tickler for the submission of the next regularly scheduled 
report. A question, however, ha3 arisen in connection vfith the Top Functionary, 
Key Figure and 7ival Facility cj.-es* It is noted that referenced ^w Leo cor 
indicates that the next regularly scheduled report prepared in Key Figure cases 

J >hould be a summary report and that thereafter a summary report should be sub- 
mitted on a yearly ba3is. A question arises as to whether the Bureau rule con- 

i J cerning the submission of an investigative report, as distinguished from an 
! investigative summary report, is still in effect, which would require an investi- 
gative report to be submitted at a six-months interval between the submission of 
the original investigative summary and the investigative summary required one 
year later. The same question arises with respect to the Top Functionary cases 
as to whether investigative reports, as distinguished from summary investigative 
reports, will be required at three-months intervals between the submission of 
the initial investigative summary report and the summary report required one 
year later. 
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With respect to the Vital facility subject cases, it is noted that ve are 
required to submit an investi^tive summary report in place of the next regularly 
■cheduled six- months report and no provision is made as to the preparation of 
subsequent investigative summary reports in these cases. It is presumed by this 
■ |J office that summary invest igative reports at yearly intervals will ncft be 
i required in Vital Facility subject cases as required in Key Figure and Top 

'' Functionary cases, but the question arises as to whether, after the submission . 
of the initial investigative summary report in Vital Facility subject cases, 
it vill still be necessary to follow "the present Bureau rule of submitting 
investigative reports, as distinguished from summary reports, at regular six- 
nonths intervals. Bureau advice is respectfully requested with respect to the 
above questions which have arisen in connection with the handling of Top 
Functionary, Key Figure and Vital Facility subject cases. 

With regard to the plans formulated by this office in undertaking the project of 
preparing summary reports in all Security Index cases exclusive of Top Functionary, 
ley Figure and Vital Facility cases, it is noted that this office has only one 
case falling within Category 2. This case has been opened and assigned for the 
preparation of an investigative summary. With respect to cases falling in 
Categories 6 and 7, it is the intention of this office to assign one agent 
exclusively to the preparation of investigative summary reports in case3 falling 
within these two categories. It is noted in this connection that in Category 6 
ve have 17 cases and these cases vill be assigned for handling before beginning 
vork on those cases falling within Category 7. At the present time it is net 
felt that the assignment of mor<.. t ian one agent, to this project would be con- 
sistent with the volume and natrre of other vork in the office. However, it is 
expected that by January 1, 1952, it vill be possible to assign an additional 
one and possibly two agents to vork exclusively on tnis 'project. If it is found 
to be possible to assign an additional agent or agents on the project prior to 
January 1, 1952* this of course will be done. 

For the Bureau's information, in Categories 6 and 7 this office has made a 
tabulation by cases showing the date the last investigative report was submitted 
and it is our intention to handle the submission of summary reports in these tvo 
categories in chronological order beginning first with the cases which are oldest 
from the standpoint of the date of submission of the last investigative report.
